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NEWS AND ANNOUNCEMENTS 


PUBLIC DENTURISTS FAIL 
IN WASHINGTON 


The public denturist monstrosity raised 
its ugly head again last week in the State 
of Washington, and died of malnutrition 
before it could be lopped off. Its pro- 
ponents, the advertising laboratories of 
the state, had a facsimile of our own 
House Bill 1118 of horrid memory in- 
troduced in the legislature on the 22nd 
of February. It related, in case you have 
forgotten (as if anybody could), to 
“licensing and regulation of persons to 
engage in business of manufacturing, con- 
structing, supplying, repairing, replacing 
and reproducing removable prosthetic 
denture appliances directly for the user 
or wearer.” The bill was referred to the 
Committee on Medicine, Dentistry and 
Drugs where it remained until the end of 
the session. Kaput! 


SPECIAL ASSESSMENT 
BY THE STATE SOCIETY 


The Board of Directors of the Chicago 
Dental Society took action on March 2oth 
regarding the proposed revision of the 
Constitution of the Illinois State Dental 
Society by which an assessment may be 
levied. The Board supported in principle 
the revision to permit a special assess- 
ment but recommended that the amount 
of the assessment be limited so that no 
assessment or any year’s total assessments 
would exceed the amount of the dues for 
that year. 

The exact wording of the proposed 
amendment is as follows: “In addition 
to the annual dues, the membership, at 
the annual meeting, may assess for spe- 
cific purposes and fix the date beginning 
with January 1, 1958 when any assess- 
ment shall be paid.” The sum so raised 
is to be placed in a special fund to be 
used for all law enforcement and legisla- 


tive planning. 
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NEW POLICY FOR 
MEN IN SERVICE 


The Board of Directors of the Chicago 
Dental Society on March 20 established 
the following rule: That the dues of the 
Chicago Dental Society will be remitted 
for two years only for those members 
who enter military service to fulfill their © 
obligation under the draft law or similar 
legislation. This is in conformity with 
similar action taken January 16, 1957 by 
the Executive Council of the Illinois 
State Dental Society. 

In the past quite a number of mem- 
bers have elected to stay in service and 
their dues have been remitted, in some 
cases up to a period of six years. It was 
the feeling of the Board that a member 
who stays in service indefinitely should be 
considered as a career officer and if he 
wishes to retain his membership in the 
Society he should pay the full dues. In 
the event that he does not desire to main- 
tain local and state membership, he 
should then transfer to the military 
branch and pay his A.D.A. dues direct 
to the A.D.A. office.

EDITORIAL 


Good Professional Relations 


The article which appears after this editorial has stirred the Editor into 
activity for in it are expressed the very sincere thoughts of one who holds in 
high esteem our profession, and for those expressions we are most grateful. 
Certainly dentistry has reached its full stature of maturity so that it can take 
its place side by side with medicine in the esteem of the public. Working 
together, understanding one another’s problems and working them out together 
is the only way we can render the best possible health service. Dentistry’s sole 
concern today is not to repair and restore teeth and jaws to normal, to replace 
missing teeth with suitable and most acceptable substitutes, but we should and 
must see how best we can render a health service to the total patient. This 
can only be done in full cooperation with medicine. 

Through our thorough diagnostic program we are very often able to recognize 
symptoms of many systemic diseases in their early stages and thus render a 
real service to the patient by referring him to the physician for early treatment. 
In so doing we have gained the eternal gratitude of the patient and the respect 
of our medical partners. Today we are more and more being consulted in cases 
involving the oral cavity and by our work as a member of a team we can render 
the best possible service. 

; Each passing day sees an ever increasing participation by dentists in activities 
of the community, where he is taking his rightful place with medicine in lending 
leadership. The dentist has a responsibility beyond providing a good dental 
service to his patients, he also has a civic responsibility to his community. 
Because he has come out of his office into the activities of his community by 
active participation in his church, service organization, business association and 
in scouting programs, he is more important to the community. Now the dentist 
and the physician are an integral and important part in community life, as well 
as a health team.

“The Dentist — Our Brother” 


> It is only a hundred and sixteen years since dentistry was a part of the 
medical curriculum. The mechanical equipment essential for development 
of the manual dexterity distinguishing this expanding specialty was not avail- 
able in the medical schools. This deficiency led to the founding of independent 
and separate colleges of dentistry. (Continued on page 12) 
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Today the two schools stand side by side on the campuses of our great 
universities. Their faculties are interchangeable and the same basic sciences 
are taught in each. We serve our internships and practice in the same 
hospitals. The Armed Forces accord us equal recognition. We often share 
offices and the most cordial inter-professional relationships exist. Dentistry 
represents the only other profession we not only refer patients to, but entrust 
with the care of both ourselves and families. 


The contributions of dentistry have been many and varied. The history 
of anesthesia and dentistry are intimately bound together. Both ether and 
nitrous oxide were introduced as anaesthetics by dentists. Dentists have also 


contributed to the fields of plastic surgery, fractures of the face, and diseases 
of the oral cavity. 


Medicine and dentistry together provide complete health care for the 
American people. They do not compete but complement each other. Both are 
striving through research to ameliorate the diseases of mankind and in effect 
lessen the need for their services. The dentist is the only other member of the 
“healing arts” whose use of the title “doctor” fails to raise our hackles. 


His objectives and ideals are identical with our own. We are both engaged 
in the persistent endeavor to bring better health to the public. In the fight with 
the forces of ignorance, prejudice and misunderstanding we, as brothers, stand 
together. We shall either triumph or fail together.
